British Attitude 

LONDON, June 13,—The British | 
and other governments have been ap 
proached by the United States state 
department with a compromise offer 
permitting the ingress of Jiquor un- 
der geal jnto United States ports, 
provided an agreement is reached ‘to 
extend the limit of territory from 
three miles, the present water mar, 
to 12 miles. 

While jt is too early ¢o forecast the 
British attitude toward the proposa! 
It may be said that the government 
Is not averse to submitting the whole | 
question of territorial waters to an 
{International conference, Foreign 
Secretary Curzon has already made 
such a suggestion to Russia in con- 
nection with the dispute over the 
Murmansk fisheries. 

The British government !s anxious 
to accomodate the United States 
viewpoint and secure a satisfactory 
solution for the British shipping in- 
terests, but difficulties are fonese?i 
in adpting the Washington sugges- 
tion jn its entirety, as extension of 
the three mile limit would introduce 
complications concerning estuaries 
and other difficult points,

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FORTUNATE AUSTRIA. 


The United States portion of the new Austrinn 
loan was aver-subsecribed in fifteen minutes.

What it 
really means is that Mr. J. P. Morgan’s credit is 
remarkably good in New York. Without his guar- 
antee behind the bonds they would be worth about 
as much as German paper marks.

The 
admonition has grown somewhat wearisome with 
seasonal repetition, but it is not nearly 80 objec- 
tionable as the results of not heeding it ‘‘Swat- 
ting’’ of course involves any other method of ox- 
termination that may suit the individual prefer- 
ence; and can be interpreted to include every- 
thing from putting on the window screens and 
hiding food under cover to conducting a family 
crusade against the winged distributors of filth 
and germs. v4 


STAGING A ‘‘COME-BACK.”’ 

Paris reports that a ‘‘volunteer army’’ has 
been formed in Bulgaria to ‘‘punish the usurp: 
ers’ who upset the government there and estab- 
ilshed themselves in power; also that the army 
is growing rapidly. Which is to say, a counter. 
revolution is under way and gaining strength. 
That was rather to be looked for. Bulgaria ia 
still Bulgaria, and that a revolution could be car- 
ried through there without blood-letting was 
among the things improbable. The Bulgarians 
have always taken their politics seriously, and 
they are not a people who are indisposed to fight 
when that seems to be the way to settle a dis- 
agreement. 


MAY AS WELL BE PLAIN. 

The Canadian Manufacturers’ association has 
reaffirmed its approval of preferential tariffs— 
providing ‘‘that the interests of Canada are prop- 
erly safeguarded.’’ That is perhaps the gentlest 
way of putting it. What is really meant is that 
the preferential tariff must be high enough to 
keep out British and other Empire-made goods 
which might compete with the products of Can- 
adian factories, and that the general tariff must 
be substantially higher than that. It would not 
sound so well, but the manufacturers might just 
as well say it in that way. Everybody knows 
what they mean, whether he approves or disap- 
proves, 


THE NEW WILLAND CANAL. 


Parliament had a lively debate on Tuesday as 
to whether the work of digging the new Welland 
canal should be gone on with: The original esti- 
mate of the cost was 55 million dollars. As is 
usual in such projects, the cost now promises to 
run far higher, probably to 80 millions, perhaps 
more. This is a poor time to be spending public 
money in undertakings which are not pressingly 
needed, and of doubtful earning capacity. But 
the canal scheme is in much the same position as 
the Hudson Bay railways A vast amount of 
money has been spent upon it, which will be wast- 
ed unless the additional amount necessary to 
complete it is also spent. In the circumstances 
it is probably better to finish the job and get 
what advantage there will be in moving Western 
grain to Montreal by water than to give up tho 
undertaking and throw away what has been al- 
ready put into it,

A WIRE TO VERMILLION. 


The Vermillion settlements are situated on 
both sides of the Peace, some 250 miies by river 
below the railway at Peace River town. These 
settlements are of special interest. for a number 
of reasons, They are the most northerly loca- 
tion on the continent where wheat is grown and 
general farming successfully carried on as & 
meang Of livelihood by a considerable number of 
settlers. The present settlement is the centra) 
point of a large area of country having conditions 
of soil and climate which render it suitable for 
farming. Several competing stores draw a con- 
siderable fur trade to that point. During the} 
summer there is steamboat or flatboat connec- 
tion with Peace River town. But in winter the 
means of communication is by team and gleigh 
with the ice of the river as the best available 
road. Mail service is monthly in winter and

In the early days of settlement in the upper| 


Peace River country, conditions of communica-| 


tion such as now prevail in regard to Vermil- 
lion, were greatly ameliorated by the construc- 
tion of a telegraph line which gave quick com- 
gard to the condition of the roads or the fre- 
munication between distant points without re- 
quency of the mail service. This was a great help 
to the settlement of the country and the cash 
outlay was not excessive) Now that only one 
steamer or gas boat is plying regularly on the 
Peace it would seem that the construction of a 
telegraph line from Peace River town to Ver- 
million would be in order. 

The telegraph line is still in operation from 
Edmonton to Peace River. From Peace River 
town the line would pass through and serve the 
White Mud and Battle River settlements, on the 
way to Carcajou point. 


At Carcajou it would serve the Keg river) 


settlement: and crossing the river at Carcajou it 
would reach Vermillion H. B. post in consider- 


ably less than 20 miles from Peace River town. | 


At Carcajou, midway between Peace River town 
and The Chutes, which break the river naviga- 
tion some forty miles below Vermillion, the pres- 
ence of a telegraph office would be of great ad- 


vantage to travellers, both in winter and summer, | 


There is a summer trail along the route sug- 
gested, except for a stretch of 50 miles between 
Battle river prairie and Careajou, The river and 
the existing trails would be a great help in the} 
transportation of material and supplies for the 
construction and up-keep of the line, while the! 
maintenance of the line would help to keep the 
road open all the year round. 

A suggestion appears to have been made in) 
some quarters that a telegraph line should be’! 
built to Vermillion from McMurray or Athabasca 
As to the respective distances: From McMurray 
the distance is 220 miles, serving no settlements 
on the way. From Athabasca the distance is 
nearly 300 miles, serving the Calling Lake and! 
Wabiseaw settlements on the way There is no’ 
trail and no means of summer transportation 
through the country from McMurray to Vermil- 
lion or from Wabiscaw to Vermillion From) 
Peace River town, as already stated, the distance | 
is considerably less than 200 miles.
